More th an $8 0,000 in delinquent 
p ersonal tax es in New Madrid 
county h ave already been collect­ 
ed in a county -wide drive to col­ 
lect about $28 0,000 wh ich are on 
th e books, according to County 
Collector Bert Femmer. 
Decision to begin th e intensive 
collection camp aign was made by 
Mr. Femmer after h e took over 
th e collector’s office last March . 
After going over th e books and 
noting th at more th an a quarter 
of a million dollars was due th e 
county on delinquent p ersonal tax ­ 
es, Mr. Femmer decided th at ev­ 
ery effort sh ould be made to col­ 
lect money due th e county . 
First Mov e 
His first move was to send out 
letters to th ose on th e delinquent 
list wh ich indicated tax es were 
due on about 25,000 individual 
items. 
Th e result was th at more th an 
h alf of th e letters were returned 
because th e letters were unclaim­ 
ed or th e addressees was unknown 
or h ad moved out of th e county . 
After two more mailings with 
th e lists p ared down each time, Mr. 
Femmer’s office wound up with 
about 8 000 p ersons with delin­ 
quent tax es wh o h ad been con­ 
tacted. 
From th is list h as come p ay ­ 
ment of more th an 3100 statements 
wh ich totals more th an $8 0,000. 
To Schools 
Th e collector say s th at 58 p er 
cent of th is money goes to th e 
sch ool in th e county , 19 p er cent 
to county road districts, and th e 
remainder to county general rev­ 
enue and to th e state. 
One-th ird of th at going to th e 
state is allocated by law for state 
sch ool p urp oses. 
It is clearly sh own th at th e larg­ 
est p ortion of tax es collected goes 
for sch ool p urp oses and th e nex t 
largest recip ient is th e road dis­ 
tricts. 
Th e actual break-down of th e 
tax dollar in New Madrid C ounty 
is as follows: state revenue, 2 p er­ 
cent; general revenue for county 
p urp oses, 18 p ercent; library , 3 
p ercent; roads, 19 p ercent; and 
sch ools, 58 p ercent. 
7 7 Per Cent 
Th ese figures sh ow th at 77 p er- 
♦ cent of th e tax dollar goes to 
sch ools and roads and th at more 
th an h alf goes to th e sch ools. 
Because of economic conditions 
duo to th e ex p ense of making 
crop s th is y ear, th e collector and 
tax attorney felt th at no suits 
sh ould be filed on th ese delinquent 
tax es during th e sp ring and sum­ 
mer because p eop le would p rob­ 
ably not be in a p osition to p ay . 
Th at time h as been used in p re­ 
p aration of suits and it is felt th at 
th ose wh o desire to p ay h ave been 
given every op p ortunity to do so. 
Th e collector and tax attorney 
h ave written at least th ree letters 
to each delinquent tax p ay er ask­ 
ing th em to p ay and save court 
costs. 
No Fees 
Th e tax attorney h as refused to 
accep t p ay ment of any fee for any 
collections made orior to filing of 
suits. Under th e law th e collector 
is forbidden to waive p enalties and 
interest. 
Filing of suits will p lace addi­ 
tional ch arges of court costs and 
attorney fees on each delinquent 
tax p ay er wh o cannot legally sh ow 
th at h e does not owe tax es. 
Suit Filed 
Th e suits are now being filed in 
th e Magistrate Court of New Mad­ 
rid County and it will not be p os­ 
sible to make any allowances on 
additional costs as th e ex p ense of 
writing all th e letters and p rep ara­ 
tion of th e many suits h as requir­ 
ed th e services of a large number 
of ex tra emp loy ees, p rinting ex ­ 
p enses, p ostage and oth er sup p lies. 
Any p erson p ay ing delinquent 
tax es to th e collector before/being 
served by th e sh eriff with a sum­ 
mons to court will save several 
dollars on mileage and fees of th e 
sh eriff. In th e event judgments 
are entered on th ese suits and ex ­ 
ecutions are issued, th e sh eriff will 
. again be required to ch arge mile­ 
age and fees for sale of p rop erty 
to p ay th e judgments. Th ere ore 
no ex emp tions from judgment for 
tax es.

Robinson sobbed softly. Ex-heavy­ 
weight Champion Ezzard Charles 
blinked and blinked. Others in the 
sweaty room, some of them vet­ 
eran 
newspapermen, 
had

Jumps in their throats. The only 
lumps Louis had were on his 
cheeks and forehead. 
They all realized it was the end 
of an era. Louis’ glorious and his­ 
tory-making ring days were over. 
Everybody hated to see it end, 
that way—Louis sprawled out, flat 
on his back on the ring apron, his 
legs tangled around the ropes— 
knocked out by Rocky Marciano, 
a rough, tough, hard-punching kid 
out of Brockton, Mass. 
Rocky was just a kid, who three 
years ago was digging ditches, 
working in a shoe factory, wash­ 
ing dishes—never dreaming that 
one day he would be fighting 
against the great Joe Louis, let 
alone knocking him out.

had lost. 
Maybe 
now, 
they 
reasoned, 
Louis would see the light. Maybe 
now, they hoped, Joe would real­ 
ize he is but a shell of his former 
self. Maybe now he would decide 
once and for all to quit before he 
suffered serious injury. 
But Louis, his face bloated, his 
lips and nose puffed, his left hand 
swollen and in pain, his legs and 
body weary, would not say. Joe 
parried this question. 
“I’d rather not say now,” he 
muttered 
in a 
voice 
that was 
barely audible. “I’ll let you know’ 
Monday in the TBC office.” 
“I don’t want to make a hasty 
decision,” he added. “I had an 
exhibition tour planned (to Tokyo 
and Korea). It all depends upon 
whether the people will still want 
me to go through with it.” 
Louis had nothing but praise for 
Marciano, the 
first to score a 
Kayo over him since Max Schmel- 
ing flattened Joe on June 19, 1936. 
“He’s a good, strong fighter, a 
stiff puncher and hard to hit,” said 
Joe. “He knocked me out with a 
right hand, but it was his left that 
set me up. That one did the trick.” 
Marciano’s dressing room 
re­ 
sembled a madhouse, but Rocky 
shared little of the wild exulta­ 
tion. He was naturally elated with 
the most important triumph of his 
life, but he looked soberly about 
as he spoke of Louis. 
“I feel sorry for Joe,” he said 
seriously. “I’m glad I won, but I 
feel sorry I had to do it to him.” 
Marciano grinned for photogra­ 
phers and hugged Charley Gold­ 
man, his pudgy little trainer. But 
his elation seemed entirely syn­ 
thetic. It was as if his heart wasn’t 
in it. He almost seemed down­ 
hearted.

More Than $80,000 
In Delinquent 
Personal Taxes In 


More than $80,000 in delinquent 
personal taxes in 
New Madrid 
county have already been collect­ 
ed in a county-wide drive to col­ 
lect about $280,000 which are on 
the books, according to County 
Collector Bert Femmer. 
Decision to begin the intensive 
collection campaign was made by 
Mr. Femmer after he took over 
the collector’s office last March. 
After going over the books and 
noting that more than a quarter 
of a million dollars was due the 
county on delinquent personal tax ­ 
es, Mr. Femmer decided that ev­ 
ery effort should be made to col­ 
lect money due the county. 
First Move 
His first move was to send out 
letters to those on the delinquent 
list which indicated taxes were 
due on about 25,000 individual 
items. 
The result was that more than 
half of the letters were returned 
because the letters were unclaim­ 
ed or the addressees was unknown 
or had moved out of the county. 
After two more mailings with 
the lists pared down each time. Mr. 
Fem m er’s office wound up with 
about 8000 persons with delin­ 
quent taxes who had been con­ 
tacted. 
From this list has come pay­ 
ment of more than 3100 statements 
which totals more than $80,000. 
To Schools 
The collector says that 58 per 
cent of this money goes to the 
school in the county, 19 per cent 
to county road districts, and the 
rem ainder to county general rev­ 
enue and to the state. 
One-third of that going to the 
state is allocated by law for state 
school purposes. 
It is clearly shown that the larg­ 
est portion of taxes collected goes 
for school purposes and the next 
largest recipient is the road dis­ 
tricts. 
The actual break-down of the 
tax dollar in New Madrid County 
is as follows: state revenue, 2 per­ 
cent: general revenue for county 
purposes, 13 percent; library, 3 
percent; roads, 19 percent; and 
schools, 58 percent. 
77 Per Cent 
These ligures show that 77 per- 
i cent of the tax dollar goes to 
schools and roads and that more 
than half goes to the schools. 
Because af economic conditions 
due to the expense of making 
crops this year, the collector and 
tax attorney felt that no suits 
should be filed on these delinquent 
taxes during the spring and sum ­ 
mer because people would prob­ 
ably not be in a position to pay. 
That time has been used in pre­ 
paration of suits and it is felt that 
those who desire to pay have been 
given every opportunity to do so. 
The collector ar.d tax attorney 
have written at least three letters 
to each delinquent taxpayer ask­ 
ing them to pay and save court 
costs. 
No Foes 
The tax attorney has refused to 
accept payment of any fee for any 
collections made orior to filing of 
suits. Under the law the collector 
is forbidden to waive penalties and 
interest. 
Filing of suits will place addi­ 
tional charges of court costs and 
attorney fees on each delinquent 
taxpayer who cannot legally show 
that he does not owe taxes. 
Suit Filed 
The suits are now being filed in 
the Magistrate Court of New M ad­ 
rid County and it will not be pos­ 
sible to make any allowances on 
additional costs as the expense of 
writing all the letters and prepara­ 
tion of the many suits has requir­ 
ed the services of a large number 
of extra employees, printing e x ­ 
penses, postage and other supplies. 
Any person paying delinquent 
taxes to the collector before being 
served by the sheriff with a sum­ 
mons to court will save several 
dollars on mileage and fees of the 
sheriff. In the event judgments 
are entered on these suits and e x ­ 
ecutions are issued, the sheriff will 
again be required to charge mile­ 
age and fees for sale of property 
to pay the judgments. There are 
r 
exemptions from judgment for 
taxes.

Tax Drive 


More Than $80,000 
In Delinquent 
Personal Taxes In 


More than $80,000 in delinquent 
personal taxes in New Madrid 
county have already been collect­ 
ed in a county-wide drive to col­ 
lect about $280,000 which are on 
the books, according to County 
Collector Bert Femmcr, 
Decision to begin the intensive 
collection campaign wras made by 
Mr. Femmer after he took over 
the collector’s office last March. 
After going over the books and 
noting that more than a quarter 
of a million dollars was due the 
county on delinquent personal tax­ 
es, Mr. Femmer decided that ev­ 
ery effort should be made to col­ 
lect money due the county. 
First Move 
His first move was to send out 
letters to those on the delinquent 
list which indicated taxes were 
due on about 25,000 individual 
items. 
The result was that more than 
half of the letters were returned 
because the letters were unclaim­ 
ed or the addressees w'as unknown 
or had moved out of the county. 
After two more mailings with 
the lists pared down each time. Mr. 
Femmer’s office wound up with 
about 8000 persons with delin­ 
quent taxes who had been con­ 
tacted. 
From this list has come pay­ 
ment of more than 3100 statements 
which totals more than $80,000. 
To Schools 
The collector says that 58 per 
cent of this money goes to the 
school in the county, 19 per cent 
to county road districts, and the 
remainder to county general rev­ 
enue and to the state. 
One-third of that going to the 
state is allocated by law for state 
school purposes. 
It is clearly shown that the larg­ 
est portion of taxes collected goes 
for school purposes and the next 
largest recipient is the road dis­ 
tricts. 
The actual break-down of the 
tax dollar in New Madrid County 
is as follows: state revenue, 2 per­ 
cent; general revenue for county 
purposes, 18 percent; library, 3 
percent; roads, 19 percent; and 
schools, 58 percent. 
77 Per Cent 
These figures show that 77 per- 
♦ cent of the tax dollar goes to 
schools and roads and that more 
than half goes to the schools. 
Because of economic conditions 
due to the expense of making 
crops this year, the collector and 
tax attorney felt that no suits 
should be filed on these delinquent 
taxes during the spring and sum ­ 
mer because people would prob­ 
ably not be in a position to pay. 
That time has been used in pre­ 
paration of suits and it is felt that 
those who desire to pay have been 
given every opportunity to do so. 
The collector and tax attorney 
have written at least three letters 
to each delinquent taxpayer ask­ 
ing them to pay and save court 
costs. 
No Fees 
The tax attorney has refused to 
accept payment of any fee for any 
collections made prior to filing of 
suits. Under the law the collector 
is forbidden to waive penalties and 
interest. 
Filing of suits will place addi­ 
tional charges of court costs and 
attorney fees on each delinquent 
taxpayer who cannot legally show' 
that he does not owe taxes. 
Suit Filed 
The suits are now being filed in 
the Magistrate Court of New' Mad­ 
rid County and it will not be pos­ 
sible to make any allowances on 
additional costs as the expense of 
writing all the letters and prepara­ 
tion of the many suits has requir­ 
ed the services of a large number 
of extra employees, printing e x ­ 
penses, postage and other supplies. 
Any person paying delinquent 
taxes to the collector before'being 
served by the sheriff w'ith a sum­ 
mons to court will save several 
dollars on mileage and fees of the 
sheriff. In the event judgments 
are entered on these suits and e x ­ 
ecutions are issued, the sheriff will 
. again be required to charge m ile­ 
age and fees for sale of property 
to pay the judgments. There are 
no exemptions from judgment for 
taxes.

The Allies want to establish the 
buffer zone mostly in North Ko­ 
rea along the present battle line. 
Red Proposal 
The rejected Communist propo­ 
sal called for United Nations w ith­ 
drawals as much as 15 m iles, and, 
Nuckols said, “tend to leave U. N.

feel “it can’t happen to me. I’m if 
too healthy.” 
Tuberculosis can §§ 
happen to 
anyone, 
healthy or §jj 
frail. As a m atter of fact, m any I 
people look and feel healthy w hen § 
TB first attacks—until the dis- I 
ease becomes advanced. 
A third type of person m ight I 
neglect x-rays because he thinks || 
tuberculosis is inherited and he || 
has “never heard of TB in the j| 
family.” No one inherits TB. It I 
is passed on by people who have E 
the disease to those who are well. I 
Some won’t bother with X -rays § 
because they think tuberculosis L S 
incurable. Such people feel that it I 
wouldn’t do them any good if TB I 
were found, and w hat they don’t g 
know won’t hurt them. But tu b er- H 
culosis can be cured even in ad­ 
vanced stages, although the disease 
is easier to cure when found in an 
early stage. 
If every known case of tu b er­ 
culosis were found and placed u n ­ 
der treatm ent, we could eventually 
stamp out 
tuberculosis 
in 
this 
country. And these cases of tub er­ 
culosis would be found if every 
adult 15 years of age and over 
form ed the habit of getting an an ­ 
nual chest X -ray.
